ANNUAL  MEETING,  MARCH  1,  1847. 


At  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporators  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Institution  for  the  Instruction  of  the  Blind,  held  at  the  Institu- 
tion on  Monday,  March  1,  1847,  at  4 P.  M, — 

Richard  Peters,  Esq.  was  called  to  the  Chair ; and 

Isaac  Elliott,  appointed  Secretary. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Managers  was  then  presented  by  Dr.  R. 
M.  Patterson,  and  on  motion  accepted,  and  referred  to  the  next  Board 
of  Managers  to  be  printed. 

On  motion  of  Richard  Price,  Esq.  it  was  resolved,  that  in  future  the 
Names  of  Mortgagors  to  this  Institution,  be  omitted  in  the  publication  of 
Reports. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Jacob  Snider,  Jr.,  Esq.  was  unan- 
imously adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Managers  be  requested  to  have  appropriate  inscrip- 
tions affixed  to  the  portraits  of  William  Young  Birch,  the  benefactor, 
and  of  Julius  R.  Freidlander,  the  first  Principal,  of  this  Institution,  and 
distinguished  teacher  of  the  blind  in  this  country. 

On  motion  of  Jacob  G.  Morris,  Esq.  the  meeting  proceeded  to  the  elec- 
tion of  Officers  and  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year:  Jacob  G.  Morris  and 
Theodore  Cuyler,  Esq’rs  were  appointed  tellers.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Institution  for 
the  Instruction  of  the  Blind,  respectfully  present  to  the  Corpora- 
tors the  Annual  Report  required  by  the  charter;  and  they  have 
not  hesitated  to  introduce  into  it  a large  part  of  a communication 
made  to  them  by  the  Principal,  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  A.  Vaughan, 
on  the  condition,  progress,  and  prospects  of  the  Institution. 

Pupils.  The  number  of  pupils  at  the  present  time  is  seventy- 
two,  of  whom  a list  is  presented  in  the  Appendix.  Eight  have 
left  the  Institution  during  the  year,  viz. — John  Jones,  Henry 
Boyer,  Henry  D.  Smith,  Anderson  Hoffman,  Hugh  M‘Clean, 
Hugh  Coyle,  Elizabeth  Adolph,  and  Mary  Wheaton.  Eight 
others  have  been  received,  viz.  — Emma  Erskine,  Catherine 
Pfahler,  Rachel  L.  Lawrence,  Augustus  Brownlee,  James  Bren- 
nan, Hervey  H.  Colburn,  Peter  Besant,  and  Joseph  W.  Minich. 
Of  those  admitted,  six  are  from  Pennsylvania,  one  from  Mary- 
land, and  one  from  New  Jersey. 

Henry  Boyer  has  been  long  in  feeble  health,  and  left  the  Insti- 
tution in  consequence,  having,  however,  completed  his  course. 
Henry  D.  Smith  is  now  nearly  supporting  himself  by  brush 
making,  and  Hugh  M‘Clean  is  industriously  employed  in  the 
same  work,  and  in  carpet  weaving.  Both  are  married,  and  resi- 
dent in  this  city.  Hugh  Coyle  is  engaged  in  teaching  music  at 
Lancaster.  Elizabeth  Adolph  has  been  engaged  as  a teacher  in 
a private  family  in  Chester  County,  for  the  past  nine  months,  on 
salary,  and  gives  satisfaction.  Anderson  Hoffman  and  Mary 
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Wheaton  went  away  betore  the  expiration  of  their  terms,  and  are 
at  home  with  their  friends. 

Health.  “Through  a gracious  Providence,  the  pupils  have 
passed  another  year  free  from  all  severe  disease,  not  an  instance 
of  serious  illness  having  occurred.”  It  would  be  unjust,  in  con- 
nexion with  this  subject,  to  omit  a notice  of  the  excellent  manage- 
ment of  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Eliza  White,  and  of  the  skill  and 
attention  of  the  Physicians,  Drs.  Stocker  and  Page. 

Conduct.  The  Principal,  in  his  communication  to  the  Board, 
says,  that  “he  has  the  pleasure  of  reporting  the  general  conduct 
of  the  pupils  as  satisfactory  in  the  several  departments,  no  in- 
stance of  misdemeanor  calling  for  severe  notice  having  taken 
place  during  the  year.  General  order,  contentment  and  cheer- 
fulness, have  prevailed  among  the  pupils.” 

He  goes  on  to  say,  that  “there  are  now  sixteen  boys  under 
fourteen  years  of  age;  that  during  all  unpleasant  weather,  and  in 
the  mid-day  heat  of  summer,  the  only  places  which  they  can  oc- 
cupy for  recreation,  out  of  school  hours,  are  the  school  room  and 
the  entry.  To  restrain  such  lads  from  all  amusements  at  such 
times,  would  seriously  infringe  upon  the  elasticity  of  youth  and 
health,  and  yet  the  continued  noise  of  even  innocent  amusement 
is  a severe  discomfort  to  the  family,  and  injurious  to  the  interior 
of  the  building,  the  furniture,  and  the  books.”  He  then  suggests 
that  “if  this  could  be  avoided  by  an  unexpensive  shed  or  piazza 
for  recreation,  the  comfort  of  the  family  would  be  largely  pro- 
moted, and  the  discipline  of  the  younger  pupils  much  im- 
proved.” 

School  Department.  The  following  studies  have  been  pur- 
sued during  the  year: — 

Algebra,  two  classes.  History,  two  classes. 

Geometry,  one  class.  Grammar,  three  classes. 

Arithmetic,  four  classes.  Paley’s  Nat.  Theol.  one  class. 

Geography,  questions  generally.  Animal  mechanism,  one  class. 
Geography,  maps.  Scripture  Narrative,  one  class. 

Geography,  two  classes,  Atlas.  Reading,  several  classes. 

Moral  Philosophy,  one  class.  Spelling  and  Definitions,  do. 
Natural  Philosophy,  one  class.  Writing. 

Intellectual  Philosophy,  do.  Declamation. 
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Careful  daily  records  are  kept,  by  the  teachers,  of  the  perform- 
ances of  the  several  pupils;  and  from  these,  weekly  and  monthly 
averages,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  an  annual  average,  are  made 
and  entered  into  the  Register  of  Instruction.  This  book  is  now 
laid  before  the  Corporators,  and  their  attention  is  respectfully  di- 
rected to  it.  The  proficiency  of  the  pupils  has,  in  most  instances, 
given  satisfaction  to  their  teachers. 

On  the  23d  of  December  a public  examination  took  place, 
when  the  pupils  were  examined  in  nearly  all  their  studies.  They 
were  kept  engaged  about  five  hours,  and  at  the  close  a numerous 
audience  then  present  expressed  the  gratification  felt  at  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  pupils  acquitted  themselves. 

On  the  9th  of  September,  two  of  our  pupils,  who  had  been 
previously  admitted  to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  on  exa- 
mination, commenced  their  course  in  the  Freshman  class.  At 
the  close  of  the  first  term  they  were  examined  in  common  with 
the  class.  The  several  professors  bear  united  testimony  to  the 
satisfactory  standing  of  these  students.  It  may  also  be  remarked, 
that  the  average  of  the  marks  for  the  term  was,  for  Walter  S. 
Fortescue,  13;  and  for  David  Loughery,  14;  the  highest  average 
reached  by  any  member  of  the  class  being  14.2.  The  highest 
mark  is  15.  The  official  record  of  the  University,  therefore, 
places  one  of  our  pupils  second  in  his  class. 

Another  pupil,  James  J.  Peebles,  has  been  pursuing  for  two 
winters  a course  of  studies,  in  preparation  for  the  ministry,  in  a 
branch  of  the  Presbyterian  church.  In  this  he  has  been  kindly 
aided  by  the  Rev.  Drs.  Wylie  and  Crawford,  whose  lectures  he  has 
almost  daily  attended,  pursuing  his  work  in  the  shop  during  the 
morning  hours.  A very  remarkable  and  practical  knowledge  of 
Scripture,  a sound  mind,  and  exemplary  character,  give  reason- 
able assurance  that  the  expectations  of  his  friends  will  not  be  dis- 
appointed. 

The  teachers  in  this  department  are  Mr.  Samuel  Arthur, 
Miss  A.  M.  Sargent,  and  Miss  Hannah  Gillem,  assisted  by 
Miss  Matilda  Hankins;  the  last  two  being  former  pupils. 
The  place  of  principal  female  teacher  was  filled  by  Miss  Mary 
Anne  Morris  until  July  last,  when  her  valuable  services  ceased, 
in  consequence  of  her  ill  health;  and  at  the  opening  of  the  ses- 
sion in  September,  her  duties  were  assumed  by  Miss  Sargent, 
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who  meets  the  responsible  charge  with  every  prospect  of  the 
happiest  results.  The  Board  regret  that  they  have  also  to  report, 
that  Mr.  Arthur,  who  has  long,  faithfully,  and  ably  filled  the 
place  of  principal  teacher,  has  signified  his  intention  of  leaving 
the  Institution  as  soon  as  he  can  be  relieved  by  a successor. 
They  have  appointed,  for  the  situation  thus  about  to  be  vacated, 
Mr.  Thomas  S.  Martin,  who  is  strongly  recommended  by  his 
experience  as  a teacher  and  his  excellent  character. 

“It  has  been  thought  desirable  to  furnish  some  means  of  gene- 
ral information  beyond  the  usual  branches  of  school  study.  Cut 
off  so  largely,  as  the  pupils  are,  from  many  avenues  of  such  in- 
formation, this  subject  has  claimed  much  attention.  The  attain- 
ments of  the  pupils  in  their  studies  are  often  surprising,  while 
beyond  this  circle  they  are  sometimes  found  deficient  on  the 
most  common  subjects.  For  instance;  a pupil  of  eleven  years  of 
age,  on  feeling  the  carved  figure  of  a cow,  pronounced  it  to  be  a 
goose.  Another,  well  versed  in  algebra  and  geometry,  had  re- 
garded the  apparent  size  of  the  stars  as  greater  than  that  of  the 
moon.”  The  Principal  suggests  that  “a  small  annual  appropria- 
tion towards  a cabinet  of  models  of  various  objects  in  nature  and 
art,  if  persevered  in,  would  soon  form  a nucleus  for  private  dona- 
tions, and  gradually  establish  a most  valuable  source  of  practical 
instruction. 

“One  hour  each  week  is  now  devoted  to  miscellaneous  reading 
from  newspapers.  The  course  of  familiar  lectures  before  alluded 
to  has  been  continued,  without  interruption,  every  fortnight 
through  the  year,  affording  much  instruction  and  gratification. 
In  this  a number  of  gentlemen,  including  several  of  the  managers, 
have  kindly  lent  their  aid.” 

Musical  Department.  “The  instruction  in  this  department 
has  been  continued  by  Mr.  F.  Rasche,  with  its  usual  happy  re- 
sults. Five  of  the  more  advanced  male  pupils  have,  by  their  de- 
parture during  the  year,  caused  a serious  loss  to  the  instrumental 
part;  but  the  rapid  proficiency  of  the  younger  pupils  is  fast  com- 
pensating for  the  deficiency.  In  the  female  department,  Mr. 
Rasche  has  been  aided  by  Miss  Sarah  Ann  Dandy,  one  of  the 
pupils,  appointed  during  the  year  a teacher  in  music.” 

“Several  concerts  have  been  given  by  the  pupils  for  the  benefit 
of  some  of  their  number,  whose  terms  had  expired.  Jonathan 
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Dyer,  Henry  Boyer,  Hugh  M‘Clean,  and  Hugh  Coyle,  have  par- 
ticipated in  these  receipts,  which  arc  found  to  average  about 
twenty-five  or  thirty  dollars  for  each  concert.” 

Work  Department.  This  department  continues  to  be  under 
the  immediate  charge  of  C.  H.  Meter,  assisted  by  Mr.  Samuel 
M‘Giffin,  a former  pupil,  for  the  male,  and  Mrs.  Leah  Ann 
Sharpless,  for  the  female  pupils;  and  the  evidences  of  industry 
and  skill  are  most  satisfactory.

Balance  to  debit  of  this  department,  $66S  07 

In  1S43,  there  was  a balance  in  favour  of  this  department,  of 
£276.07;  in  1S44,  there  was  a balance  against  it  of  $230.47;  in 
1845,  of  $175. S8;  and  for  1S46,  we  now  report  $668.07. 

The  Principal  remarks,  that  this  increase  is  chiefly  owing  to 
the  fact,  that  the  raw  material  has  in  most  instances  increased  in 
price,  while  sales  could  not  he  effected  at  a proportional  advance. 

The  overwork,  amounting  to  $710.12,  has  been  paid  princi- 
pally to  the  male  pupils,  who  have  thus  been  enabled  to  procure 
their  own  clothing  almost  without  any  charge  to  the  Institution. 
Still  this  allowance,  though  it  encourages  industrious  and  provi- 
dent habits,  forms  now  too  heavy  a charge  upon  the  Institution, 
and  requires  new  regulations,  to  be  made  by  the  Board  about  to 
be  elected. 

The  Board  have  had  their  views  turned  with  great  anxiety, 
upon  the  establishment  of  a Retreat  for  the  Blind,  who  have 
finished  their  course  of  instruction.  Of  the  importance  of  such  an 
institution,  evidences  are  constantly  presented  to  them;  and  they 
hope  that  measures  may  soon  be  taken  for  carrying  into  execution 
a design  so  benevolent  and  so  necessary. 

Finances.  — Reports  from  the  Treasurer,  the  Committee  of 
Finance,  and  the  Committee  of  Audit,  are  now  laid  before  the 
corporators,  and  fully  set  forth  the  financial  condition  of  the  In- 
stitution. From  these  statements,  it  appears  that —

The  estimated  value  of  the  Birch  Fund,  - - 104,030  17 

The  receipts  of  the  Institution  for  1846,  including 
those  from  the  Birch  Legacy,  and  from  sales  of 
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manufactured  articles,  but  exclusive  of  the  pay 
received  for  pupils,  - - - 5,675  56 

The  amount  received  for  pupils  in  1S46,  - - 11,263  95 

The  actual  expenses  of  the  Institution  for  1846,  - 17,530  89 

It  will  be  observed  that  according  to  the  above  statement,  the 
expenditure  for  the  year  seems  to  have  exceeded  the  income. 
It  is  proper,  therefore,  to  state,  that  moneys  have  been  received 
from  interest  due,  to  an  amount  greater  than  this  apparent  deficit, 
which,  in  consequence  of  their  having  been  immediately  invested, 
do  not  appear,  as  they  justly  might,  in  the  above  items  of  income. 

Conclusion.  In  the  conclusion  of  his  report  to  the  Board, 
Dr.  Vaughan  makes  the  following  remarks: 

“ It  is  believed  that  the  Institution  is  steadily  gaining  ground 
in  the  public  regard.  Increasing  confidence  in  its  high  moral 
influence  has  been  expressed  by  many.  The  subject  of  character 
as  well  as  mental  attainment,  has  been  constantly  and  prominent- 
ly in  view;  and  the  continued  improvement  in  health  of  body 
and  mind,  in  energy,  contentment  and  general  character,  has 
been  a topic  of  frequent  remark  among  intelligent  visiters.” 

“ The  religious  welfare  of  the  pupils  has  not  been  overlooked, 
while  care  has  been  taken  to  exclude  every  influence  of  a secta- 
rian nature.  One  result  has  been,  that  in  a family  gathered  from 
almost  every  Christian  name,  scarcely  an  incident  has  occurred  to 
disturb  in  the  slightest  degree,  during  years  past,  the  remarkable 
harmony  which  has  existed  among  the  pupils.”

Each  pupil  shall,  on  admission,  be  provided  by  his  or  her  parents  or 
guardians  with  a change  of  good  comfortable  clothing,  to  be  renewed 
when  required.  The  name  of  the  owner  must  be  marked  on  each  arti- 
cle of  clothing.
